REMARKS 

Upon entry of the present Amendment, claims 1, 2 and 6 are cancelled without prejudice 
or disclaimer. Thus, claims 12-27 are all the claims pending in the application. 

In the Office Action of November 25, 2005, the Examiner rejected claim 1 under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by Lee (U.S. Patent No. 6,107,726) and rejected 
claims 2 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over Lee. Further, the 
Examiner indicated that claims 12-27 are allowed.
